Helping youth to 
learn from mistakes 


S chools are a com- 
niiMi targe: of van¬ 
dals 

Whether from graffit: 
spray-patnted or. walls to 
the more destrucf.ve 
forms of vandalism, that 
crop up sporadically, it 
seem.s our campuses are 
favonte targets of those 
bent on destruction 
Sadly, the mstigaiors of 
such incidents are the stu¬ 
dents who spend their da> 
at school, ostensih.) to 
learn about the finer 
things in life and re^:e:ve 
instruction in the skills 
they wnll need to lead pro¬ 
ductive lives as adults 
Instead of using school 
as a refuge or surctuar> 
away fntm. the problem.s 
of eve.’^day life, these 
vandals take their frustra¬ 
tions out on the very thing 
that s.hould be left alone 
Whene\er a student is 
caught vandalising a cam¬ 
pus. punishm.eni is swift 
But increasingly, school 
distnets are holding par¬ 
ents responsible as well — 
chief.y by m.aking t.hem 
pay the cost to restore 
whatever has been de¬ 
stroyed 

Recently, the parents of 
a student w ho w as part of 
a vandalism, spree at El 
Rancho Middle School and 
Canyon High School in 
.\naheim Hills agreed to 
pay the Orange Unified 
School Distnci S.s.iXX' of 
the WS.iXX' the district 
sought to cover the costs 
of the damage 
.A school distnct official 
said the high amount 
sought from the parents is 
intended "to send a mes¬ 
sage that we’re an ag¬ 
gressive distnct and we 
expect to be reimbursed 
for damage done to the 
schools " 

Barbara Bowen, the dis- 
tnet's nsk manager. 


nghtiy pointed out that 
her distnct. nor any dis¬ 
tnct for that maner. can’t 
afford not to be reim¬ 
bursed 

But. there s another les¬ 
see to be learned here as 
well 

We heard from a grand¬ 
mother oi a young man. 
now 211. who was expelled 
from school from school 
after a senes of repeated 
incidents — none of which, 
she said, were vandalism- 
related 

Shortly after he was ex¬ 
pelled. his family moved 
to Germany, where he en¬ 
tered a military -base 
school .his father is a 
commercial pilot and, es¬ 
sentially. reformed 
He ended up working 
with a group of students 
who had exhibited som.e 
behavona! problems of 
their own — something 
his grandm.other said he 
was mtim.ately familiar 
With 

Today he s prepanng 
to enter m.edicai school 
TTie caller told us this 
story not to embarrass 
her grandson, but to point 
out that sometimes it 
takes some maior punish¬ 
ment to make pevvple see 
the error of their ways 
If young people get 
caught doing things they 
know are wrong, punish¬ 
ing them should not mean 
they should be scarred for 
life 

Seme, including the 
young mar. we cited 
above, learn valuable les¬ 
sons from their punish¬ 
ment — lessons that car. t 
be taught any other w ay 
Those lessons, unfortu¬ 
nately. may not be as uni¬ 
versally learned as we all 
would like 
But. people do learn 
from their mistakes -Any- 
thmg that helps in that 
end should be considered

T he real estate business is being 
rapidly redefined at all levels — 
on the street, in the brokerage 
firm and at the Realtor association lev¬ 
el 

Today’s column is the first in a three- 
part senes that will examine these 
changes at each level, from the top 
down 

The National .Association of Realtors 
X.AR) is one of the world's largest 
trade associations with more than 
DO.OOO members It was founded to im¬ 
prove the reputation of real estate 
salespeople by committing them to ad¬ 
here to a code of ethics that was consid¬ 
ered to be above the mdustn standard 
It grew rapidly by chanenng state 
associations, which in turn chanered lo¬ 
cal associations When a broker joms a 
local association of realtors, he or she 
automatically becomes a memtvr of 
both the California and National .Associ- 
aDon of Realtors 

The California .Association of Real¬ 
tors is compnsed of disincts. which are 
in rum made up of local associations, 
each of which has geographical juns- 
dictKxi over agents who practice in the 
association's trade area 
U'hile local associations of Realtors 
may have different geographic junsdic- 
tion. their semces and products don’t 
vary- much .And with the recent N.AR 
Board of Choice mandate, local associa¬ 
tions will be hard-pressed to sell them¬ 
selves agamst one another in a quest 
for realty firm members 
Until "board of choice." local associ¬ 
ations did well because of archaic rules 
that required realty firms to join and

The desired result sKxild be common 
rules. regulaiKvns. pivlicics and prixe^ 
dures thrvxighixir the marketplace This 
can best be accomplished by merging in 
a way that br.ngs real estate protes- 
SKvnals tivether in a new assvviaiior. of 
consideraNe sire and txxwKvmic ;x'wer 
Consolidating frem nine assvviations to 
four makes little sense — merging all 
nine into twv makes nnire sense 

The Realtor membership slwvuld be 
aware of the issues and the cKwees that 
are being made on their behalf The l>r- 
ange County real estate consumer 
should be concerned, tixv The tower the 
operanonal costs for real estate firms, 
the more negotiating pv'wer consumers 
will have over the costs for brokerage 
services
